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HIGHLIGHTS 


The  AJberta  Dairy  Control  Board  is  pleased  to  present  production  and  sales  data  for  the 
twelve  month  period  ending  July  31,  1998. 

Fourteen  companies  operate  22  processing  plants  in  Alberta.  Agrifoods  International 
Cooperative  Ltd.  (Dairyworld  Foods),  Parmalat  Canada,  Nestles  and  Lucerne  Foods  Ltd. 
dominate  the  processing  industry  in  Alberta.  Seven  smaller  companies  manufacture  cheese  and 
two  plants  process  cream. 

Processors  continued  re-structure  and  specialize  in  order  to  retain  market  share  and  create 
new  market  niches.  Competition  and  changing  markets  resulted  in  the  closure  of  two  plants.  The 
Western  Milk  Pooling  agreement,  signed  in  March  1997,  set  the  stage  for  processors  to  continue 
plant  rationalization  and  specialization  required  to  improve  efficiency  and  competitiveness.  New 
export  markets  were  established  under  the  Optional  Export  Program. 

The  number  of  producers  continued  to  decline.  The  year  ended  with  977  fluid  milk 
producers  and  only  38  cream  producers,  a decline  of  8%  from  the  previous  year.  Of  the  25  new 
producer  licenses  issued,  18  were  new  producers,  one  transferred  from  Saskatchewan,  two 
existing  producers  started  a second  operation  and  four  were  former  producers. 

Although  producer  numbers  declined,  the  average  daily  shipment  per  producer  increased 
from  1,557  to  1,706  litres  per  day,  an  increase  of  9.5  %.  Total  production  exceeded  608  million 
litres,  a 1%  increase  from  the  previous  year,  representing  a gross  value  of  $348  million.  The 
butterfat  content  of  raw  milk  averaged  3.6405  kilograms  per  hectolitre,  protein  at  3.2692 
kilograms  and  other  solids  at  5.5749  kilograms  per  hectolitre. 

Alberta  was  allocated  9.8  million  kilograms  or  6.33  percent  of  the  national  market  share 
quota.  One  million  litres  daily  of  provincial  fluid  quota  met  consumer  demand  for  fluid  milk  and 
cream  products. 

Producers  continued  to  become  more  efficient  at  managing  their  quota  and  production. 
The  amount  of  quota  transferred  privately  or  through  the  quota  exchange  decreased  slightly  from 
the  previous  year,  due  in  part  to  the  volume  of  quota  that  was  swapped.  The  demand  for  quota 
remained  high  throughout  the  year.  Unused  market  share  quota  transfers  totalled  680,152 
kilograms  with  a weighted  average  price  of  $3 1 .96  per  kilogram.  Used  market  share  quota 
transfers  amounted  to  436,126  kilograms  with  a weighted  average  price  $30.69  per  kilogram.  A 
total  of  86,200  litres  of  fluid  quota  transferred  at  a weighted  average  price  of  $537.48  per  litre. 

Fluid  milk  and  cream  sales  of  329,249,909  litres  represented  a 6%  increase.  Changes  in 
homogenized  and  skim  milk  sales  were  marginal,  2%  and  1%  milk  sales  increased  6.75%  and 
9.58%  respectively.  Increased  sales  were  also  recorded  for  chocolate  milk  and  other  flavoured 
milks  which  have  been  grouped  with  eggnog.  Cream  sales  increased  by  7. 18%  with  the  greatest 
increase  in  18%  cream. 


The  trend  from  pure  pak  containers  to  plastic  jugs  continued  in  the  4 litre,  2 litre  and  1 
litre  container  sizes.  Fifty-one  percent  of  all  milk  is  sold  in  4 litre  plastic  jugs.  New  individual 
serving  container  sizes  and  new  flavoured  milks  in  trendy  packaging  may  account  for  the 
noteworthy  increase  in  the  volume  of  milk  sold  in  individual  serving  size  containers. 

The  volume  of  milk  used  to  manufacture  class  2 products  increased  from  29  million  litres 
to  33  million  litres.  Alberta  processors  manufacture  the  majority  of  western  Canada’s  ice  cream, 
yogurt,  cottage  cheese  and  sour  cream.  Milk  used  to  manufacture  specialty  cheese  also  increased 
from  53  million  litres  to  74  million  litres.  The  opposite  trend  occurred  with  cheddar  cheese,  with  a 
decrease  from  51  million  litres  of  milk  in  the  1996/97  dairy  year  to  27  million  litres  in  the  1997/98 
dairy  year.  Although  class  4a  production  (butter,  skim  milk  powder)  decreased  by  12  percent, 
milk  used  for  evaporated  and  condensed  milk  (class  4b)  increased  from  18.6  million  litres  to  29.5 
million  litres.  Milk  used  for  class  5 special  classes  permits  remained  relatively  unchanged. 

Optional  Export  Program  (OEP)  activity  included  ice  cream  exported  to  Japan  and  butterfat  from 
fluid  skim-off  exported  to  Germany,  Russian,  Thailand,  Korea  and  Japan. 

Class  1 milk  is  purchased  from  producers  and  sold  to  processors  and  consumers  on  the 
basis  of  butterfat  content  and  skim  milk  volume  in  the  finished  product.  The  price  paid  to 
producers  increased  on  July  15,  1997  to  $65.77  per  hectolitre  for  class  1 milk  with  a butterfat 
content  of  3.6  kilograms  per  hectolitre. 

Industrial  milk  is  priced  on  the  basis  of  butterfat,  protein  and  other  solids  content. 
Component  prices  for  industrial  milk  increased  February  1,  1998  to  reflect  a $2.05  per  hectolitre 
increase.  The  Dairy  Board  issued  price  orders  on  a monthly  basis  in  response  to  the  price  changes 
for  class  5 milk.  World  price  for  over-quota  production  fluctuated  on  a monthly  basis  with  a high 
of  $23.60  per  hectolitre  in  April  1997  and  a low  of  $19.58  per  hectolitre  in  March  1998. 

A rapidly  changing  industry  and  new  trade  realities  present  on-going  challenges  to  the 
Alberta  dairy  industry.  The  Dairy  Board  is  committed  its  role  of  developing  dairy  policy  in 
consultation  with  industry  stakeholders  to  promote  a thriving,  market-driven  industry  that  can 
compete  nationally  and  internationally.
